More than 1,000 Americans of | 
Lithuanian descent paid homage 
Sunday to the memory of two Chi- 
cago fliers who lost their lives in 
a trans-Atlantic flight 12 years 
aro. 

In 19553 Stephen Darius and 
Stanley Girenas on a flight from 
New York to Kaunas, Lithuania, 
crashed in Germany only 400 
miles from their goal.
